YOUR TURKEYS 


Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found an interesting:, practical, time¬ 
ly article on the preparations of our 
turkeys for the coming: market which 
we advise all turkey growers to read. 
The feeding regulations are somewhat 
radical but are nevertheless very ap¬ 
propriate and will at least give hints 
for the proper care in this respect to 
obtain best results. Another point, 
not there dwelt u^on, which we have 
previously advised, is the early prep¬ 
aration of the birds for market One 
of the biggest sales periods in the 
larger cities of the States, New York, 
Chicago, etc., is the week prev'ous to 
their Thanksgiving day held usually 
pn November the 25th. This is the 
Dig turkey-feast day in the States and 
the biggest prices are obtained for 
select birds during the week proceed¬ 
ing this event It was noticed last 
year that a great quantity of the local 
birds were shipped to these points 
but these shipments were not started 
Were before December 6th and were 
made for the Christmas holidays trade 
and none were ready for the Thanks¬ 
giving trade at that proper time. We 
believe that a big and profitable busi¬ 
ness could be done at this time if the 
demand was anticipated by the grow¬ 
ers and their birds in proper condition 
for delivery then. The later del veries 
are faced with a sudden glutting of 
the market with a consequent low¬ 
ering of the price due to a shoit per¬ 
iod of selling which it would be well 
for raisers to avoid if possible. If 
arrangements could be made to have 
the birds in prime condition and ready 
for shippers about November 5th they 
could be put into the big consuming 
markets at the time to receive the 
highest prices, and their flocks could 
be at least partly marketed before the 
price-slump takes place. Community 
killings should be arranged for this j 
early market and arrangements made 
for the birds to go forward immedi- 
ly so that the^best results would be 
obtained.

Oleomargarine may no longer be 
imported into Canada, nor is its man¬ 
ufacture in this country permissible. 
This prohibition came into effect Qn 
the first of September, but dealers are 
given until the end of February. 1024. 
to’ dispose of their stock, after which 
the sale will no longer be legal. The 
restrictions as to olemargarine existed 
in Canada for many years previous to 
the war. They were removed a; a war 
measure, and their restoration was 
looked upon by Parliament as being 
in the best interest of the public. The 
product known as renovated bu'.ter is 
also excluded by an amendment to the 
Dairy Produce Act passed at the 1922- 
23 session, which likewise shuts out 
filled milk, filled cream,or filled butter. 
These articles, which bulk large in the 
produce trade in the United States, 
contain fats other than the fat of milk. 
They have never occupied an Import¬ 
ant place in Canadian trade and their 
exclusion will not necessitate any 
marked readjustment of the dairy 
business.

GRADE ALFALFA 


From 7500 to 10,000 steers could be 
fed on the off-grade alfalfa which is 
available in Magralh and Coaldale dis¬ 
tricts during the finishing season, 
says the Lethbridge Herald, and the 
farming and business interests are 
now considering how the financing 
can be arranged. 

Owing to the wet weather during 
the cutting of the first alfalfa there 
is about half of the 50,000 ton crop 
which is off color and will not make 
No. 1 commercial hay, especially in 
a season where there is a surplus of 
feed. 

Any arrangements which may be 
made to keep this low grade alfalfa 
off the market will not only improte 
the prices on the remainder, but will 
get the farmers into the way of fin¬ 
ishing steers and on the average year 
will make them some money and use 
up the roughage and coarse grains on 
the farsps.

A motor trip through this part of 
the country at once and conclusively 
leads one to predict that threshing 
will not be^bntirely completed before 
Christmas.

The 
stooks are heavy also which meakes 
operations more difficult but the tin- 
rest and independence of the workers 
seems to be -the main trouble. Five 
dollars is the offered price for help 
but six dollars is being paid in many 
instances in order to keep going. A 
continuance of the favorable weather 
which has been perfect for threshing 
of late, will help materially in the 
general clean up and might forestall 
the possiblility of some grains remain¬ 
ing in the stooks until next spring. 
More co-operation between workers 
and ownersHjs what is now wanted to 
complete this'bmp before Christmas.

Stock Yards on Wednesday. The 
First of its Kind Held 


Canada Lost Heavily by Reason of the 
Bargain Entered into with 
G.T.R Co.—They are Still 
Losing 


J. R. Higgins of Poultry Division of 
Government Gives Suggestions 
lie Fattening Turkeys 


An event of very great importance 
to the live stock industry if this pro¬ 
vince is the holding of a stock* r and 
feeder show at Calgary this week, 
commencing on Thursday and lasting 
until Friday night Many carloads 
from various, points of the province 
have been received at the stock- yards 
and of a quality that is very satis¬ 
factory. The largest exhibitors, as 
we go to press, are F. V. Bemis of the 
Round T Ranch, with 319 head which 
are grade shorthorns of very excellent 
quality, and J.M. Dillon of the "M. W 
or old Ings ranch who has 221 very 
and yearling 


In preparation for the annual com¬ 
munity killing and marketing of tur¬ 
keys it behooves the turkey grower to 
benefit by past experiences, avoid fall¬ 
ing into the old ruts and as a result 
put up a higher grade product than in 
former years, whith in itself would be 
a fitting advertisment for the infant 
turkey industry in Alberta. 

The report on the co-operative ship 
ments to the east last fall, while not 
altogether unfavorable, intimated that 
many of the turkeys were underflesh¬ 
ed and inclined to be sinewy, which 
of course, is the result of open range, 
without sufficient fattening foods. In 
general there is a keen demand for 
high grade turkeys to supply the spe¬ 
cial holiday trade, while the lower 
grades find little favor among pros¬ 
pective customers and area drug on 
the market. The retailers report that 
they pay a premium on heavy turkeys, 
cut the prices on light turkeys and 
charge customers accordingly. 

Now is . the proper time to com¬ 
mence to get turkeys in shape for 
market A good practice in fattening 
is to l>egin feeding for this purpose 
at night and morning about October 
1. At first the feeds should be light, 
so thi^t the birds will go away a little 
hungry, other wish the feeding is like¬ 
ly to cause scours or bow-el ^roubles- 
As they become used to tlijf feed the 
amount can be gradually increased un¬ 
til during the week previous to send¬ 
ing them to market they can be given 
all they will eat up, three tims a day. 

Opinions differ as to the advisabili¬ 
ty of restricting the turkey range dur-i 
ing the fattening period. However, 
turkeys may be confined to runs and 
fattened to advantage provided they 
have sufficient space for exercise. 

The ideal fattening ration is com¬ 
posed of finely ground grain mixed 
with buttermilk or sour skim milk to 
a oonsistenrey of porridge. The ground 
grains are more palatable and are di¬ 
gester! and assimilated rapidly and'in 
large quantities. 

In case grinding .of grains is not 
practical it might be advisable to ebok 
the food in order to improve palata- 
bility. 

It is difficult to outline a deAnite 
fattening ration that may be usW by 
twrkey grow-ers as the problem usu¬ 
ally resolves itself dpwn to the grains 
grown on the individual farms that 
are available for feeding purposes. 
However the following ration may be 
used to good advantage: 

Three parts ground barley, 3 parts 
ground wheat, 2 parts ground oat-, 2 
parts meat scraps, by weight, moist¬ 
ened with milk. 

Com either ground or cracked, is in¬ 
valuable in a fattening ration. Boiled 
potatoes serve as a variety and pro¬ 
duce fine white flesh. Feed plenty ot 
it, if available, in clean drinking ves¬ 
sels. It is a good idea to supply plenty 
of gravel for the turkeys to pick up as 
it aids digestion and keeps the birds 
in good condition. 

Putting the finishing toucht-s on the. 
product, whether it be beef cattle or 
turkeys, is one of the best paying in¬ 
vestments on the farm '- today. So 
don’t fail to have turkeys in grime 
shape for the forthcoming community- 
turkey kills. _

The following article from the Kin¬ 
cardine Review has reference to the 
much diacuased Grand Trunk deal and 
shows that Canada has acted honestly 
and above' board with the share¬ 
holders: “Hon. P. C. Larkin has no 
right to suggest that Canada may do 
more for the Grand Trunk sharehold¬ 
ers than she has already done. He 
has no right to lead shareholders in 
England to expect Canada to deal 
“generously” with them if the re¬ 
venues continue to improve. Canada 
lost heavily—as did they—-by reason 
of the bargain entered into by the 
G.T.R. Co. and the Canadian govern¬ 
ment when the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the National Transcontinental 
were launched. The company default¬ 
ed in its interest payments and Cana¬ 
da had to come to the rescue. The 
road went into a receivership and Ca¬ 
nada took it over under the terms 
reached by a tribunal in which the 
shareholders were represented by ex- 
President Taft of the United States. 
We have been losing money ever since 
making up the deficits from the Na¬ 
tional treasury. This condition will 
continue for .some years yet. In Eng¬ 
land ever since, the shareholders—or 
at least some of them—have been con¬ 
ducting a compaign of propaganda 
with a view to better times. Their 
campaign has been conducted in pro¬ 
minent financial papers in England 
and in interviews appearing in daily 
newspapers. They have not hesitated 
to charge Canada with breach of faith 
and the government with possessing 
traits of Shylock. Th^re was not even 
one tittle of evidence produced—nor 
can there be—that Canada treated the 
Grand Trunk Co. otherwise than hon¬ 
estly. It could be much more easily 
proven that they were treated gener¬ 
ously. Mr. Larkin has no right to 
lend Canadian countenance to any 
such tactics. He has no right to pro¬ 
mise something which fulfilled will 
convict Canada of the charges made 
by the propogandists. Any com¬ 
plaints the shareholders have should 
be addressed to themselves and their 
directors who entered into the bargain 
that brought the old Grand Trunk in¬ 
to trouble. That bargain was ruinous 
but the company gained more by 
abandoning it than if it had attempted 
to carry it on. That burden has fallen 
upon Canada under conditions absent¬ 
ed to by the directors imd’Sharehold- 
ers of the company and it is neither 
fair nor sportsmanlike to assail Ca¬ 
nada’s faith and horror as their pro¬ 
pagandists have been doing ever since 
in English prints.”

Some time ago George Lane predic- | 
ted that Alberta would have a wheat j 
crop of 160,000,000 and his estimate I 
was considered high by some people. | 
With the threshing season well started 
it is very evident that he was too con¬ 
servative in his estimate. He now 
thinks it will go over the 200,000,000 
mark. This years crop is undoubtedly 
the heaviest and best crop ever har¬ 
vested in Alberta. In the Cluny and 
Strathmore districts the yields will be 
about 35 bushels per acre and much 
better yields were being obtained at 
Blackie, Brant, Vulcan and Cayley. 
The crop is so heavy and threshing 
help so indedpendent, it is feared that 
there will be considerable threshing to 
be next April or May. Threshing out¬ 
fits are up against the problem of in¬ 
experienced help who are not averse 
to asking from $5.60 .to $6 per day. 
Some of these men do the work in a 
most careless manner and in some 
cases drop their fork into, the machine 
with the sheaves. He told of offering 
a couple of engineers $12 per day in 
Calgary and they did not eocept the 
job. With regard to the cattle situa¬ 
tion Mr. Lane Faid that he blamed the 
financial institutions and some of the 
banks for forcing growers some time 
ago to sacrifice their animals. At 
the present time there was not nearly 
enough young stock to consume the 
feed that would be available. What 
stock was left, however, should do re¬ 
markably well, and there would un> 
doubtedly be a good demand for feed¬ 
ing steers of beef strain weighing 
from 900 to 1000 pounds.

; Lomond-Suffield line. This new branch 
will traverse a large part of the 
country covered by the Lethbridge 
Northern Irrigation District, which is 
now being colonized. , 

Assembling of grain exhibits from 
farmers of the province, who intend 
to enter at the International Hay and 
Grain Show in Chicago in December, 
will commence shortly. There will be 
three assembling points, at the schools 
of agriculture at Claresholm and Olds 
and the Uuiversity at Edmonton. 
From these assembling points the 
provincial Department of Agriculture 
is arranging to pay the freight on. 
exhibits to Chicago. 

Amusement tax receipts are this 
year considerably in advance of last 
year. From January 1st to the e n d 
of September in 1922 the government 
share of amusement revenue was 
$126,771.76. This year the figures will 
be in the vicinity of $143,800. For 
this period last year Calgary’s returns 
ewre $47,679.60, this year $36,444.10 
in 1922 and $49,608.80 this year. The 
total revenue to the government from 
this tax in 1922 was $183,933.61. 

Indications of a considerable in¬ 
crease in the number of threshing ma¬ 
chines being used this season in the 
province in,comparison with last year, 
is given in the number of threshers 
receiving licenses. To date approxi-| 
mately 4,000 licenses have been issued | 
in comparison with 3,700 last year, 
and registrations are still coming in. 
Owners of separators who havo not 
yet registered are urged to send in 
their registration fee of $1.00 as soon 
as possible. They are also asked to 
forward their returns of threshing as 
soon as completed. 

As a result of the co-operative mark 
eting service and seed grain cleaning 
plant established last year by the 
provincial Department of Agriculture 
a very keen interest has been develop¬ 
ed in Alberta's seed wheat in eastern 
Canada and the United States. More 
than 600 prospective buyers of this 
seed grain are now on the lists of the 
Department, and enquiries concerning 
the seed are being received every day. 
Some of the recent enquiries come 
from Minnesota, Iowa, South Dakota 
and North Dakota. An interesting 
experiment is being conducted in 
South Dakota between Marquis and 
Ruby wheat on the points of compara¬ 
tive resistance to fust, maturity and 
yield. Shipments of seed grain from 
inspected fields will commence arriv¬ 
ing at the provincial plant at Edmon¬ 
ton shortly for cleaning. Applications 
from seed growers to send seed to the | 
plant are now being received until Oc¬ 
tober 12, after which applications will 
not be received, if the limit of the ca¬ 
pacity of the plant has been reached. 

THIRTEEN CARS OF FEEDERS 

Mr. F. V. Bennis of the Round T 
Ranch returned from the Bassano 
ranch on Monday where he superin¬ 
tended the gathering of thirteen car¬ 
loads of Shorthorn yearlings and two- 
year-olds from the range which were 
shipped to Calgary for entry into the 
Stocker and Feeders sale which is in 
progress to-day at Calgary. The cat¬ 
tle are in A1 condition and the feeders 
who secure them will find they will 
quickly respond to good feeding and 
will put on fat very readily. The idea 
of holding a stocker and feeder sale 
is a good one as it is a logical devel¬ 
opment of the industry to raise 
these feeders on the range and for 
farmers to secure as many as they 
want to feed them the surplus straw 
and grain they now have on their 
farms. 

Howard Birtch, a Stavely farmer, 
committed suicide at his farm on 
Monday by shooting himself with a 
.22 rifle. He left a note stating that 
he intended to kill himself. 

G. G. Coote, M. P., at Cayley, is get¬ 
ting the biggest yield we have heard 
of so far. From one field of 26 acres 
he got 1835 bushels, which makes an 
average of 73 and two-fifths bushels 
an acre from that field, and his whole 
crop is averaging more than 60 bush¬ 
els. He has not finished threshing 
vet, so the average for his whole 
place cannot be given. Mr. Coote 
goes in for Red Bobs exclusively. 

Russia will have for export this 
year from 1,800,000 to 2,500,000 tons 
of grain, according to an estimate 
made by L. D. Wilgraaa, Dominion 
rade commissioner, at Hamburg, in 
an article in the Commercial Intelli¬ 
gence Journal.

Protection of migratory birds has 
been added to the duties of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway’s con¬ 
stabulary. 

Airplanes attached to the On¬ 
tario Forestry Department are now 
equipped with radio sending appa¬ 
ratus so that they can keep in con¬ 
stant touch with the chief and other 
rangers. 

There was an increase of sixty- 
three per cent in the number of im¬ 
migrants to Canada during the last 
three months as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year, 

Canadian Pacific agents in Brit¬ 
ain recruited nearly five thousand 
men for work in the harvest fields 
of Western Canada and, through 
lack of steamship accommodation 
closed their doors on as many more 
who, attracted by the special har¬ 
vest rate, sought to enter Canada, 

The branch lines program of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway carried 
out this year will bring into opera¬ 
tion on the prairies a larger mileage 
than any one year since 1914. Of 
the 431 miles of line under construc¬ 
tion. 281 miles will be ready for 
handling grain in the Fall, and of 
the balance, J16 miles will be ready 
for steel by the winter freeze-up. 

A building has been acquired by 
the University of Toronto to be en¬ 
tirely devoted to the manufacture 
of insulin. This will be the only 
factory in Canada to manufacture 
the curative fluid in commercial 
quantities and, although it is manu¬ 
factured in the United States, Great 
Britain and Denmark, the Canadian 
product will be sold throughout the 
world. 

Dawson City recently celebrated 
the twenty-seventh anniversary of 
the discovery of the Klondyke. In 
an exhibition of Yukon products 
cabbages 16 inches in diameter and 
weighing thirty pounds, potatoes a 3 
big as a man’s head, pumpkins as 
big as watermelons, wheat, oats and 
barley bore witness to the fertility 
of the Yukon soil. Side by side 
with these ranged gold nuggets, 
gold dust and silver bars.' 

Dr. James Inches, Commissioner 
of Police, Detroit, and a guest at the 
Canadian Pacific Bungalow Camp at 
Nipigon, holds the record for the 
biggest speckled trout caught in the 
Nipigon River this season, having 
captured a fish weighing IVt pounds, 
Thia catch was above the average, 
but a large number of six poundeTS 
have .been taken from the Nipigon 
thia aeason. Several yeari ago, and 
from practically the same place, Dr. 
J. W. Cook, of Fort William, caught 
the world’s record speckled trout, 
which weighed fourteen and one-half 
pounds, and was more than two and 
a half feet long. 

- A record was established recently 
when one of the latest type of Cana¬ 
dian Pacific locomotives drew a train 
of 42 cars of newsprint, weighing 
more than 1.100 tons, from the plant 
of the Abitibi Pulp and Paper Com¬ 
pany, North Bay, to Toronto, with¬ 
out mishap.
